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BARCELONA, Spain (RNS) 
—Dr. Joao F. Soren of Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, president of 
the Baptist World Alliance, 
warned here‘against ‘‘the per- 
ils and the practical heresy of 
inactivity, accommodation and 
the self-complacency of Chris- 
tianity in many places.” 

He spoke at a service in the 
First Baptist church of Barce-. 
lona which highlighted a four- 
day conference of Baptists 
from Latin countries in Eur- 
ope. Approximately 500 per- 
sons — said to be one of the 
largest Baptist assemblies 
ever held in Spain — crowded 
the church to hear him speak. 

Disclaiming any intention of 
“preaching the gospel of activ- 
ism,’’ Dr. Soren stressed, how 
ever, that “‘the matter of doc- 
trine is fundamental in the 
Christian religion’ and gives 
it its dynamic impulse. 

“Men, even Christian men,”’ 
he said, ‘‘will not long kindle 
enthusiasm and absorbing zeal 
for causes and ideas in which 
they do not truly and whole

The Southern Baptist 
Unemployment Program 


Unemployment is one of the major problems facing 
the nation. Whole divisions of the federal government are 
at work on the problem, yet, because of the population 
explosion, automation and foreign competition, it continues 
to grow. What solution will be found is very difficult to 
predict. 

Southern Baptist churches (and we presume other 
churches) have an “unemployment problem” too, It differs, 
however, from that of the federal government, where there 
are not enough jobs to go around. In the churches there 
are plenty of jobs. The problem is finding people to fill 
them. Actually, there is no shortage of people... the 
difficulty is in finding those willing to assume the re- 
sponsibilities church tasks require. 

Every year at this time the seriousness of this program 
becomes apparent. Nominating committees are seeking 
teachers and leaders to fill the many posts of responsibility 
in a modern church organization. There is an abundance 
of trained, experienced capable people in the churches to 
fill these posts, but the committees find far too many who 
are quickly ready to make excuse» Sometimes the situation 
is so serious that classes and unions are temporarily lef 
without teachers or leaders. Occasionally organizational 
changes are required because of lack of manpower. 

Such situations should not exist. To be asked to fill 
a position in the work of the church should be counted as 
the highest compliment, and the opportunity should be 
looked upon as a privilege. Other activities should be 
given secondary consideration, if they hinder service of 
the Lord, Individuals should ponder and pray long before

They offered polluted, bread 
and lame and diseased ani- 
mals for sacrifices. They went 
through the forms of religious 
| services, but they had no heart 
| for what they did. By their im- 
| purity and covetousness they 
dishonored the, Lord. No won- 
der God refused to accept their 
| pretense. Rather, God said of 
| them, “I will curse your bles- 
| sings,’ God sought to stab the 
priests awake with a sense of 
their holy privilege and fearful 
guilt. : 

SPIRITUAL FIDELITY (2:4- 
9) 

The tribe of Levi was the 
priestly tribe. It was God’s 
purpose that the Levites should 
be the spiritual leaders of his 
people. Therefore od’s pat- 
tern for them was holiness and 
| truthfulness and peace and 
| justice. God meant that they 
should be examples o° upright- 
ness and faithfulness. But 
through their perversity and 
spiritual ignorance they caus- 
ed the people to stumble and 
to follow the way of transgres- 
sion. For this reason God’s 
judgment rested on the faith- 
less priesthood. Malachi 








of their wrongdoing, a sense 
of their shame, and a sense of 
their stewardship in the sight 
ot God. God’s standard of spir- 
| jtual fidelity for those who lead 
his people should point the way 
| (or all Christian ministers in 
our time. 

This is a messianic passage. 
It pointed forward to the com- 
ing of Christ, who would come 
in judgment upon; the wicked 
and in vindication of the right- 


consternation to those unpre- 
pared to receive him. His judg- 
ment would be for the pur- 
‘pose of purifying his people. 
He would burn the dross away 
and cleanse men’s hearts with 
thoroughness. There would be

|eess, just as silver and gold 
| are purged by fire. The priests, 
being utterly corrupt, would 
| be the first objects of God’s 
| judgment. They would be pur- 
ified and then would be able 
to present offerings in right- 
eousness. Malachi’s prediction 
was fulfilled some four hun- 
dred and fifty years later. 
Christ did indeed come. His 
life and death and words of 
truth have brought the judg- 
ment of God upon all iniquity 
in human hearts.

Judge Ben H. Rice of the 
U. §. District Court in Waco, 
Tex., ruled that he could not 
hear the case now that the 
school board is no longer oper- 
ating the alleged parochial 
school with tax funds, but 
would hold the case in ‘“‘abey- 
ance” until the February, 1963, 
session before closing the case. 

Attorneys representing the 
Protestants requested the 
judge to rule on the constitut- 
ional. question even though the 
school board had stopped oper- 
ating the school, while attorn- 
eys representing the school 
board claimed that the case is 
now ‘‘a moot question.” 

Had Leased Property 

The school board had been 
_ leasing the St. Mary’s elemen- 
tary school from the Catholic 
Church adjacent to the school 
for $1 a year since 1947. 

Three years ago, a group of 
Protestant taxpayers filed suit 
claiming that the school opera- 
tion violated federal and state 
constitutions on 24 different 
counts. 

Hearings were held in three 
state courts and three school 
administrative bodies, all of 
which riled they did: not have 
jurisdiction in the complicated

East Africa Mission Requests 
The Baptist Mission of East 
Africa, in annual session at 
Limuru, Kenya, in August, 
asked the Southern Baptist 
Foreign Mission Board for 33 
new missionaries this vear. 
(The Mission is the organiza- 
tion of Southern Baptist mis- 
sionaries in East Africa, now 
totaling 64.) a 

The additional personnel are 
urgently needed to replace 
missionaries on furlough, to 
strengthen present stations of 
work in Kenya and Tanganyi- 
ka, and to help open work in 
Uganda. Most of the requests 
are for couples for evangelis- 
tic work, but specialists are 
also needed, including a doc- 
tor, a nurse, a hospital admin- 
istrator, a high school teacher 
(single woman), an accountant 
or business major for the Mis- 
sion treasurer’s office, and two 
single women for community 
centers. 

The Mission also heard re- 
ports from the 53 churches and 
73 missions related to its work. 
These are served by 61 nation- 
al pastors. There were 789 bap- 
tisms last year, bringing total 
membership to 1,643. Vacation 
Bible schools enrolled 265 per- 
sons and youth organizations 
enroled 158. Contributions last 
year totaled $1,463; two of the 
churches are self-supporting.

The new chapel for Los An- 
des Baptist Mission, on the out- 
skirts of Maracaibo, Venezu- 
ela, was built by members 
frém four prefabricated alum- 
inum construction houses do- 
nated by a petroleum com- 
pany. The men took down the . 
buildings, transported them, 
and reconstructed them; the 
women helped clear the land 
and prepared food for the 
workers. 

“It can be said that this is 
the church the Lord has built 
as he has moved in the hearts 
of his people to give of self, 
time, and materials,” Says 
Mrs. Charles B. Clark, South- 
ern Baptist missionary whose 
husband is pastor of the spon- 
soring church, Los Altos de 
Jalisco Baptist in Maracaibo. 

Money for:the land was giv- 
en by one English - language 
Baptist church in Venezuela 
and furnishing for the build- 
ing by two others. Individual 
North Americans contributed 
other materials and technical 
know-how. 

When the chapel was dedi- 
cated August 26; there were 
150 people seated inside and 
more than 50 others seated or 
standing outside. Rey. George 
S. Lozuk, another missionary 
stationed in Maracaibo, 
preached the dedication ser- 
mon. 

The mission was Started in 
February, with services held 
on the\patio of a home. Sixty 
or 70 people have been gather- 
ing each Thursday night for 
an evangelistic servieé direct. 
ed by a layman or, occasional- 
ly, by a missionary. In .ad- 
dition, a doctrina} class is held 
on Tuesday nights and a class 
for neighborhood chi'“ren on 
Friday afternoons.
